(a) CITES Parties will be repievcnlctl by duly autho- 
rised delegates 

(b) The United Nations, its specialised Agencies and 
the International Atomic Encigy Agency, as well as 
any State not a Party to the Convention, may bo 
lepiesented by observers, who shall have the right 
to participate but not to vote 

(c) Bodies or agencies techmc.ally qualified iti piiatec- 
tion, conseivation or management of Wild Fauna 
and Mora in the following categones who have 
mfoi-med the secretariat of their desire to bo 
repiesented at meetings ot the Confeience by 
observois. shall be admitted unless at least onc- 
tbiid of the parties present object 

(l) Intel national agencies or bodes either govern- 
mental Ol non-governmental, and national 
governmental agencies and bodies, and 

(ii) national non-governmental agerwes or bodies 
which have been approved for this purpose by 
the state in which they aie located Once 
admited these observers shall have the light to 
paiticipate but not to vote 

II PREMiSrS, iqUlPMENT UTILITIES AND STA 
TlONERY SUPPLIES — 

The Goveinment shall make available a( its expense such 
meeting space and facilities at New Delhi as will be neccs- 
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sary for the holding of the Meeting. The Meeting premises 
and their facilities are listed in the Annex 1, annexed to the 
‘Memorandum of understanding", suitable working areas and 
all the n'ecessary equipment lor the Press and other mtorma- 
tion media will also be provided by the iJovernment. 

2. The premises shall remain at the disposition of the 
CITES Secretariat throughout the Meeting and for such 
additional time in advance of the opening and after the 
closing as the Secretariat of CITES, on consultation with the 
tiovernment shah deem necessary for the preparation and 
.settlement of ail matters connected with the Meeting. 

3. Tne Government shail, at its expense, furnish, equip and 
maintriin in good repair all the atore-mentionecl rooms and 
offices, whicn are hsiecl in Aniiexure 1 to the M.O.U., in a 
manner adequate to the eiicetive conduct of the Meeting. 

4. The Government shah, at its expense, furnish and 
maintain such equipment as m'cmogi'aph, other duplicating 
and photocopying machines, type-wntcrs with beyboards in 
the languages required, tape recorders and such otner equip- 
ment as is necessary for tiie eltective conduct of the Meeting 
as listed in Annex. I to the Memorandum ot Understanding. 

5. The Government shall also provide, at its expense, 
durable items of necessary office supplies such as staplers, 
ashtiays, scissors, waste- paper baskets, letter openers, desk 
calenders, blotting pads, etc., for the purpose of the Meeting. 

6. The Government shall provide within the Meeting area 
a Bank, a Post Office and telephone, telegraph and travel 
facilities, first aid facilities, a cafetaria and restauiant, as 
well as multilingual intormation services. Space for the 
public invited or permitted to attend the Meetng should also 
be provided. 

7. The Government shall pay for use oi_ all necessary 
utility services including telephone communications of the 
Secretariat of the Meeting in New Delhi and all duly autho- 
rised official communications by telex and telephone between 
the Secretariat ot the Meeting and CITES Secretariat at 
Mont Blanc and United Nations Eieadquarters at New York. 

8. CITES shall provide at its expense all stationeiy sup- 
plies necessary for the functioning of the Meeting, as well 
as the stencils and paper required for documents reproduc- 
tion. The Government shall boar and pay the transport and 
insurance charges for their shipment from Mont Blanc or 
New York to New Delhi and return. 

9. The Meeting area shall also have medical facilities 
which shall be adequate to provide first aid for emergencies, 
immediate access and admission to hospital wiil be assured 
by the Government whenever required, and the nee'essary 
transport shall be constantly available on call. 

HI. STAFF : 

CITES Secretariat will require at New’ Delhi the interna- 
tional staff listed in Annex. II of the M.O.U. and the Gov- 
ernment shall put at the disposal of the Secretariat such staff 
as required. 

2. The Government shall appoint a liaison officer who 
shall be responsible in con.suitation with the CITES for 
making and carrying out the administrative and personnel 
arrangements for Meeting in terms of ‘MOU’. 

3. The Government, following consultation with CITES, 
will make available at its expense, and under its administra- 
tive control, the local staff listed in Annex. 11 of the M.O.U. 
and required to : — 

(a) Reproduce and distribute the documents needed 
by and for the Meeting; 

(b) Perform duties such as typists, clerks, messengers, 
security guards, store keepers, and conference room 
personnel, in lieu of CITES staff available in Mont 
Blanc. 

(c) Provide the services and such staff that may _ be 
necessary for custodial and maintenance services 
for the equipment and premises made available in 
connection with the Meeting. 

4. The local staff referred to above will be placed under 
the general supervision cf the Executive Director of UNEP 
and made avaiiable before and after the Meeting, to the 
extent required for its conduct. 
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IV. TRANSPORTATION AND SUBSISTENCE ; 

1. 'i'ravel to the Meeting will, to the extent feasible, be 
based on airline excursion fares fnam their respective duty 
stations to New Delhi and return. Any member of the Inter- 
national staff who wishes to return to his duty station by an 
indirect route may do so provided thai he himsea pays any 
excess over the cost of such excursion fares/direct com- 
mercial flight. 

2. Tne Government shall provide transport at its expense 
for the use of the Executive Director of UNEP and the 
Meeting staff. The Government shall also provide, at no cost 
to Cri bS such additional facilities as may be required for 
the transportr.tion of CUES slaif from the Delhi Airport to 
their notels in Delhi upon arrival and from their hotels to 
the Airport upon departure. The Goveuiment shall also pro- 
vide for the transportation of Conference equipments and 
materials from the Airport (or port) to the Meeting premises 
and back. 

3. The Government sh&U make available facilities to 
assist delegations, Seeretaiiat, Press and other participants 
in the Meeting in making hotel reservations for the duration 
of the Meeting. All such facilities will be provided at the 
cost of the participants, and the accounts will be directly 
settled by the participants with the hotel authorities and 
others concerned. The Government shall have and accept no 
responsibility or liability in this respect. 

4. Cost of organised visit to nearest wildlife sanctuary, if 
any. will be borne by the host Government. 

V. PRIVILEGES AND IMMUNITIES ; 

1. The Convention on the Privileges and Immunities of the 
United Nations and its Specialised Agencies shall be appli- 
cable with respect to the Meeting. Accordingly, the repre- 
sentatives of States and of the United Nations, its Specialised 
Agencies and the International Atomic Energy Agency, 
officials of the United Nations performing functions in con- 
nection with the Meeting and bodies or agencies referred to 
in para I (c) shall enjov the said privileges and immunities. 

2. Observers from the specialised agencies at the Meeting 
shall enjoy the privileges and immunities under Articles VI 
and VIII of the Convention on the Privileges and Immunities 
of the Specialised Agencies. Observers from the Inter- 
national Atomic Energy Agency at the Meeting shall enjoy 
the privileges and immunities provided under Article VI and 
IX of the Agreement on the Privileges and Immunities of 
the International Atomic Energy Agency. Observers from 
other inter-governmental and non-governmental organisations 
invited to the Meeting as observers shall enjoy the privileges 
and immunities provided under Article V of the Conyention 
on the Privileges and Immunities of the United Nations. 

3. Without prejudice to the Convention on privileges and 
immunities of the United Nations, all persons performing 
functions in -connection with the Meeting, including repre- 
sentatives of international organisations, representatives of 
foreign information media and other persons invited to the 
Meeting by the CITES Secretariat who are duly accredited 
as such shall enjoy immunity from legal process in respect of 
words spoken, written and all acts performed by them in 
their official capacity in connection with the Meeting. 

4. The Government shall ensure that no impediment is 
imposed, on transit to and from the Meeting of any person 
entitled to attend the Meeting and the representatives of the 
Press or Radio, Television, Film or other information 
agencies accredited by the CITES Secretariat upon coiisul- 
tation with the Government and other persons officially 
invited to the Meeting by the CITES vSecretariat. 

5. All the persons referred to in this section with the 
exception of local staff recruited by the Government shall 
have the right of entry into and exit from India, TTiey shall 
be granted reasonable facilities for speedy travel, visas where 
required shall be granted, free of charge as speedily as 
possible and when applications are received at least two and 
a half weeks before the opening of the Meeting, not later 
th™ two weeks before the date of the Meeting. If the appli- 
cation for th'e visa is not made at least two and a half weeks 
before the opening of the Meeting, the visa shall be granted 
not later than three days from the receipt of the application. 
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E.xiiit permit, whcie rcquireil, shall be granted free of charge 
and as speedily as possible, in any case not later than thicc 
days before the closing of the Meeting. 

b. In adition, all paiticipants and aU persons performing 
functions in connection with the Meeting shall enjoy such 
facilities and courtesies as arc necc.ssary for the independent 
exercise of their functions in connection With the Meeting. 

7. During the Meeting, including the preparatory and final 
stages of the Meeting, the buildings and areas referred to in 
Article II shall be deemed to constitute CITES Scciclariiit; 
premises and access thereto shall be subject to the uuthoiity 
and control of CITES Secictariat. 

K. The Go\ernment sh.ill allow the impoitation of all 
equipment and supplies iiecessaiy for the Meeting, includ- 
ing those needed for the oilicial lequircments and cnteitaim- 
raent schedule ol the Confcicnce, and exempt then from the 
payment of the import duties and other duites and taxes to 
wheih they .ire liable. It shall issue without delay to the 
CITES Secretariat any necessary impoit and export permits. 

VI. POLICE PROTECTION : 

The Government shall provide at its expense such police 
protection as may be rcqii led to ensuie the peaceful and 
orderly lunctioning oi the Meeting. While such police 
services shall be under the direct supervision and control ol 
an oflicer of the mediiimysenior iiimk proviticd by the Gov- 
ernment this officer shall vork in close co-operation with the 
responsible CITES Secietar at official so us to ensure a pro- 
per atmosphere of security and tranquility. 

VII. LIABILITY : 

1. The Government shall, eithei directly oi through 
appropriate insurance coveiugc, be responsible for dealing 
with any actions, claims or other demands against the 
t ITES Secretariat or its personnel and arising out of : 

(a) Injury or damage to person or property in the 
premises referred to m Ariiclo If above and in 
Annex. II of the Memorandum of Understanding 
attached. 

(b) Injui 7 or damage to person or property caused by, 
or incurred by using, the transport services refei- 
red to r.n Article TV, paiugraph 2 above; 

(c) The employment for the Meeting of the personnel 
referred to in .Article HI, paragraph 2 and 3 above 
and in .Annex If of the Memorandum of Under- 
standing. 

2. The Government shall hold harmless the CITES Sccre- 
taiiat and its personnel in respect of such actions, cla'ms or 
Ollier demands, except when it is agieed by the parties here 
to that .such damage or injuty is caused by ^ross negligence 
or wilful misconduct of the CITES Secretariat personnel in 
which oases steps — shall be taken to establish the civil 
liability of the party responsible. 

Any such actions, claims or other demands airsing out of 

events attributable to /one mujeure shall exempt the 'Gov- 
ernment and the CITES Secretariat from any obligation. 

3. Notwithstanding anything contained in paragrB.pbs I 
and 2 above, the Government and the CITES Secretariat 
shall not be liable for any consequential, remote or indirect 
damages arsing out of such actions, claims or other 
demands.
